Interpretation of New Law 


on Sixth Class Licenses. 


HEW 
RESPONSIBILITY PLACED 


ON CITY TREASURERS. 


Interview With Mr. Butler of the 


State Board. 


An alarm from box 19 was rung in 


shortly before 1 o'clock this morning for 
a lively blaze in the rear of South and 
Winter streets. Tbe fire started in an old 
barn owned and occupied for keeping 
horses by Michael Doyle, soap dealer. The 
barn, three horses, a wagon and a small 
quantity of hay were consumed. 


The blaze was short and lively, and 


threatened to spread greatly. The ell of 
the block, 130 South street, in which Doyle 
lived, also took tire as did the ell of a cot- 
tage in which a woman named Casey lay 
sick abed. She was carried from the build- 
ing safely, although she had a somewhat 
narrow escape from suffocation. 
The total 


loss will probabK be $3000. 


Saturday's Biggest Blaze. 


The third fire of Saturday, the biggest 


for some time, at one time appeared to 
be ajvery serious blaze. 


But the firemen worked hard and suc- 


cessfully and whatever damage was done 
could not have been avoided. 


Shortly after fire o'clock Saturday after- 


noon Mr. Bob Kenney, clerk for John 
Lennon noticed a blaze in tbe upper win- 
dows of the three story frame building on 
Market street near Duttou, owned by the 
. Josiah Gates estate and occupied by T. C. 
Enlwistle manufacturer of cotton machin- 
ery. 
Mr. Kenney pulled in an alarm from 


box 7 and the fire department responded 
quickly. 


Lines of hose were quickly run to the 


rooms in which the tire started and tbe 
blaze was confined to the third story of the 
wooden building and to a small portion of 
the brick building at the corner of Button 
street, also owned by the Gates estate and 
occupied on the two lower floors by P. P. 
Stiles & Co., grocers and on the third by 
J. M. Bolton, harness maker and T. C. 
Entwistle. 


The wooden building is also connected 


by a passageway protected by a fire proof 
door with the big Gates block and although 
the smoke and considerable water filled 
some of the rooms tbe damage to this 
>u:lding will be insignificant. 


Underneath where the fire started are 


the two floors occupied by Joseph Miller, 
grain dealer, and as soon as the water was 
turned on it went through the floor, dam- 
aging Mr. Millers entire stock. 


A similar fate met the stock of P. P. 


Stiles, for down went tbe water into the 
grocery store, after having soaked the 
large quantity of flour, sugar, etc., stored 
there. 


Mr. Bolton's stock in the brick building 


was rained, although he did not have a 
very great amount in that part of the build- 
ing. 


The room in which the fire started was 


used as a wood trimming department, and 
contained machinery and patterns. 


It was closed at 1.30 in the afternoon and 


was swept up clean at that time. The fire 
started very near the 
fire-proof 
door, 


which connects the two buildings and was 
caused, it is supposed, by spontaneous 


• combustion. 


Mr. Entwistle was out of town Satur- 


day and at the time no one could be found 
to estimate his loss. He is insured. P. P. 
Stiles carries a stock of $5000 and an in- 
surance with n, C. Church of $4000. 
His 


stock was about completely damaged. Mr. 
Miller has no idea of tbe extent of his loss 
but thinks it is covered by insurance. 
There was no insurance on the stock be- 
longing to T. M. Bolton. 
The loss to the 


building will not be great, and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. 


H. C. Church & Son, the liberal insur- 


ance agents, carried insurance for Mr. 
Miller, Stiles & Co. and T. C. Entwistle. 


The new law relating to the granting of 


sixth class or druggists' licenses is a de- 
cided departure and places a great deal of 
responsibility upon the treasurers of the 
several cities and towns of the common- 
wealth. 


According lo this act which was ap- 


proved May 26th, of this year, no applicant 
can receive a sixth class license from the 
licensing board until he produces a certifi- 
cate of registration from the State Board 
of Registration in Pharmacy. To obtain 
such a certificate he must lirst file a state- 
ment setting forth that he is of lawful age 
and has at least five hundred dollars in- 
vested in the business in the shape of 
ciruas, chemicals and poisons, exclusive of 
all fixtures, soda fountains, cigars or other 
stock of a drug store. 
The intent of the 


law is evidently to make sure that the ap- 
plicant is in the drug business bona fide. 
He must also set foith that he is a proper 
person and that the public good will be 
prrMiiotcu by grauuug him a license to sell 
intoxicating liquors. 


After this blank is filled out it is pre- 


sented to the treasurer ot the city or town

in wbich the applicant resides or intends 
to do business, and the treasurer, accord- 
ing to the forms and rules adopted by the 
Board of Registration in Pharmacy, is 
made the first judge of the moral and busi- 
ness qualifications of the applicant as w«il 
as the desirability of granting him a license 
for the public good. 


The first case under this la.\r was pre- 


sented to City Treasurer Harrington a few 
days ago, and being in some doubt as to 
the intent of the statute and the degree of 
responsibility imposed upon him, he held a 
consultation with F. H. Butler, secretary 
of the State Board of Kegistration in Phar- 
macy. Mr. Butler said that the instruc- 
tions which were mailed to the several 
treasurers throughout the commonwealth 
meant substantially tbisj'1 


"That the treasurer sb*U pass upon the 


eligibility of the applicant in so fa.r as his 
standing in the community and pa*t recoid 
in tbe business known to tbe treasurer 
as well as his supposed intent to do a legi- 
timate drug business. '"The Stale.Board of 
?harmacy,""said Mr. Butler,"must depend 
upon some official in each city and town 
for information regarding the standing of 
tbe applicant and the desirability of grant- 
ing him a certificate. 


We thought of imposing this duty 


upon the mayor, and selectmen of towns, 
but we realized that they were more apt to 
be tied up in a political way, while the 
treasurer, we assumed, was usually a man 
who not only held his office regardless of 
political considerations, but was invariably 
a man of standing and respectability. 
A 


man must of necessity have the public con- 
fidence before be is intrusted with the 
funds of any city or town. We thefore as- 
sumed that the treasurer would be the 
proper person to advise u« if the statements 
of applicants were true or otherwise," 


"But," said Mr. Harrington, "this is 


making me practically a commission of one 
to pass 
upon the eligibility of appli- 


cants for sixth class licenses.I already have 
responsibility enough in deciding upon the 
validity and security of the bonds on all 
classes of licenses." 


Mr. Butler agreed that this was so, hut 


nevertheless gave Mr. Harrington to under- 
stand that he was not expected to approve 
the application of any person whom he 
knew or thought to be entering the drug 
business for the purpose of converting his 
place into a drinking establishment or who 
misrepresented any facts in his statement 
or who did not have five hundred dollars 
worth of drugs, chemicals and poisons in 
stock, and liable to assessment as personal 
tax for the ensuing year. 


"And we also expect you," said Mr. 


Butler, "to refuse your indorsement when 
you are satisfied that the granting of a 
sixth class license as applied for would not 
be for the promotion of the public cood." 


Mr. Harrington said that he did not 


relish the responsibility, and while he 
could foresee many difficulties ahead of 
him on account of the new law, he would 
still endeavor to discharge the new duty 
imposed without discrimination aeainst 
any legitimate druggist or proper applicant, 
and that he would not knowingly endorse 
any 
application 
that 
he 
knew 


or believed to be made through misrepre- 
sentation or for tbe purpose of doing, other 
than a legitimate drug business. 


Tbe operation of this new statute will be 


of great interest, not only to the drucsists 
themselves, but to the community at large, 
who are always inteiesied in the proper 
conduct of this important business. 


All the certificates will expire on the 


first of May following their issue. This 
will necessitate an annual sifting of the ap- 
plicants for sixth class licenses and very 
likely will result in raising the standard o[ 
the drug business.

LOCAL NOJTKS. 


NEW YORK. June 25.—The tng James D. 


Nichol. with 63 excursionists and a crew 
numbering 10 or 12, sank at about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, some three miles off 
ths Highlands. Fifty-four of those on 
board have been accounted for, the rest 
were probably drowned. 


The tug left Fifth street and East river 


at 7:30 o'clock in the morning, touched 
at pier 3, East river, and then went on to 
the fishing grounds. She had, it is said, 
a license to carry 50 passengers, but 63 
tickets were sold. There was a bar and 
lunch counter on board, whose attend- 
ants, with the crew, brought the whole • 
number on board up to about 73. 


The tug reached the bunks on time, but 


the fialnug was poor and the sea too- 
rough for comfort, and about noon she 
started back. 
When about, three miles 


east or the Highlands and about four 
miles south of Scotland lightship, the 
waves began to break hoavily over her 
starboard rail. 


To dodge the water and wind the 


passengers began to rua around to the 
port side and to climb upon top of the 
deckhouse. The boat careened alarm- 
ingly to port, and the water swept in 
over the rail. Terror stricken men rushed 
back to starboard, and the tug swung 
deeply down on that side. At the same 
moment three heavy breakers struck tha 
boat in quick succession. 


Captain Hyatt stuck pluckily to his 


Dostand sounded the whistle in a pro- 
longed scream for help. Even as he did 
so, the tug filled with the water that 
poured into her from both sides, and sunk 
out of sight in the water. She went 
down like a stone, carrying many of her 
passengers with her. 


Help at Hand. 


The water choked the cry of the whistle, 


but not before it had been heard and 
heeded. The Clyde steamship Algonquin, 
a mile away, heard it and swung round 
to go back to the rescue.

also hurried toward the spot. From fur 
ther away came the C E. Kvarts, reach- 
ing the spot too late to DC of service. 


The Algonquin sent her lifeboat with 


First officer Rich and four sailors. 
They 


picked up 10 men, one of whom, however, 
died a few moments later. The tugj res- 
cued the others who remained afloat. 
Some few had lifebelts, but many of 
them were clinging to bits of wreckage. 
A iiferaft supported a dozen, and the top 
of the pilot house as many more. The 
unconscious man picked up by the Al- 
gonquin was found in the Nichols boat. 
He was under the thwarts and entangled 
in fishinp Hues. 


The boat, practicably unsinkable, was 


floating right side up, but was full of 
water. Captain Place of the Algonquin 
gays that while a stiff breeze was blow- 
iuR there was no sudden squall. There 
was a big, short, sharp sea on. 


Victims Were Germans. 


The Algonquin brought those she had 


picked up to the city, and the living dis- 
persed to their homes. All were people 
bearing German names, and living on the 
lower East Side of tbe city 


Some of the tugs, not wishing to come 


to the city, transferred the men they had 
saved to other tugs. 


The Sayers brought up 34 survivors and 


landed them on tne EastjSide. 


The C. B. Evarts brought, up two bodies 


and several survivors. 
The Goveruor 


landed others iu Brooklyn. 


The officers of the Flint, for some un- 


known reason, denied having reacutd any 
of the men or knowing anything of the 
matter. 


John Magele, who was rescued by the 


Algonquin's boat, says he was caught un- 
der the awning of the tug when it sank. 
He managed to crawl out and seized a 
table, which kept him afloat. Finding 
his chum, Frank Kaiser, in the water, he 
let him have the table, which would not 
support two, and started to swim. Soon 
after he WHS picked up, but Kaiser has 
not been seen since. 


A few hours after sinking the tug was 


pretty well broken up, and the wreckage 
began to come ashore. Before dark the 
entire bench was strewn with it. Forty- 
three lunch bnsKets were washed up. 
None of tne bodies have come ashore as 
yet. 


Five Were Drowned. 


BROOKLYN, June 25.—A catboat was 


capsized by n sudden squall yesterday, at 
the foot of Fifty-sixth street. A pleasure 
party, consisting ot two men, two women, 
a boy and a 2-year-old girl, were thrown 
in the water.

EARLY THIS MORNING.

FIr-s In Forty-elBlitl Hours Have 


Kept the 
Department 
on u Lively 


IluiUe. 


An alarm from box 19 was rung In 


shortly before 1 o'clock this morning for 
a lively blaze in the rear ol South and 
Winter streets. The flre started in an old 
barn owned and occupied for keeping 
horses by Michael Doyle, soap dealer. The 
barn, three horses, a wagon and a small 
quantity of hay were consumed. 


The blaze was short aud lively, and 


threatened to spread greatly. The ell of 
the block, 160 South street, in which Doyle 
lived, also took lire as did the ell of a cot- 
tage in which a woman named Casey lay 
sick abed. She was carried from the build- 
ing safely, although she had a somewhat 
narrow escape from suffocation. 
The total 


loss will probablv be $3000. 


Saturday's lllggest Blaze. 


The third fire of Saturday, the biggest 


for some time, at one time appeared to 
be ajvery serious blaze. 


But the firemen worked hard aud suc- 


cessfully and whatever damage was done 
could not have been avoided. 


Shortly after Eve o'clock Saturday afler- 


noon Mr. Bob Kenney, clerk for John 
Lennon noticed a blaze In the upper win- 
dows of the three story frame building on 
Market street near Dutlou, owned by the 
. Joslah Gates estate and occupied by T. C. 
Entwistle manufacturer of cotlon machin- 
ery. 
Mr. Kenney pulled in an alarm from 


box 7 and the fire department responded 
quickly. 


Lines of hose were quickly run to the 


rooms in which the lire started nnd the 
blaze was confined to the third story of the 
•wooden building and to a small portion of 
the brick building at the corner of Dutton 
street, also owned by the Gates estate and 
occupied on the livo lower floors by P. P. 
Stiles & Co., grocers and on the third by 
J. M. Bolton, harness maker and T. C. 
Entwlstlc. 


The wooden building is also connected 


by a passageway protected by a fire proof 
door with the big Gales block and although 
the smoke and considerable water filled 
some of the rooms the damage to this 
• ulldlng will be insignificant. 


Underneath wkere the flre started are 


the two floors occupied by Joseph Miller, 
grain dealer, and as soon as the water was 
turned on it went through the floor, dam- 
aging Mr. Miller's entire stock. 


A similar fate met the stock of P. P. 


Stiles, for down went tbe water into the 
grocery store, after having soaked the 
large quantity of flour, sugar, etc., stored 
there. 


Mr. Bolton's stock In Ihe brick building 


was ruined, although he did not have a 
very great amount in that part of the build- 
ing. 


The room in which the 6re slarlcd was 


used a3 a wood trimming department, and 
contained machinery aud patterns. 


It was closed at 1.30 in the afternoon nnd 


was swept up clean at that time. Tbe fire 
started very near the 
lire-proof door, 


which connects the two buildings aud was 
caused, It is supposed, by spontaneous 
combustion. 


Mr. Entwistle was out of town Satur- 


day and at the time no one could be found 
to estimate his loss. He is insured. 
F. P. 


Slileo carries a stock of $5000 and an in- 
surance with n. C. Church of $4000. 
His 


stock was about completely damaged. Mr. 
Miller has no idea of tho extent of his loss 
hut thinks it is covered by insurance. 
There was no insurance oa Ihe slock be- 
longing ta T. M. Bolton. 
The loss to tbe 


building will not be great, and is fully cov- 
ered by Insurance.

Interpretation of New Law 


on Sixth Class Licenses- 


NEW 
RESPONSIBILITY 
PLACED 


OX CITY TREASUKERS. 


Interview With Mr. Butler of the 


State Board. 


The new law relating to the granting ol 


sixth class or druggists1 licenses is a de- 
cided departure and places a great deal of 
responsibility upon the treasurers of the 
several cities aud towns of the common 
wealth. 


According Lo this act which was up 


proved Stay 26th, of this year, no applicant 
can receive a sixth class license from the 
licensing board until he produces a ccrtifl 
cate of registration from the State Boarc 
of Registration in Pharmacy. To obtain 
such a certificate he must first file a state- 
ment setting forth that he is of lawful age 
and has at least flvo hundred dollars In 
vested in the business in the shape 01 
drugs, chemicals and poisons, exclusive o, 
all fixtures, soda fountains, cigars or oilier 
stock of a drug store. The intent of the 
law is evidently lo make sure that the ap- 
plicant is in the drug business bona fide. 
He must also set forth that he is a proper 
person and that the public good will be 
promoted by grauiiufj him a license to sel" 
intoxicating liquors. 


After thin blank is filled out U Is pre- 


sented Lo the treasurer of the city or town 
in which the applicant resides or intends 
to do business, and the treasurer, accord- 
ing lo the forms and rules adopted ,by ths 
Board of Registration in Pharmacy, is 
made the first judge of the moral aud busi- 
ness qualifications of the applicant us wull 
0.3 the desirability of granting him a license 
for the public good. 


The first case under this law was pre- 


sented to City Treasurer Harrington a few 
days ago, and being in some doubt as to 
the inlent of the statute aud the degree of 
responsibility imposed upon him, he held a 
consultation with F. H. Butler, secretary 
of the State Hoard of Registration in Phar- 
macy. Mr. Butler said that the instruc- 
tions which were mailed to the several 
treasurers throughout the commonwealth 
meant substantially this*' 
L'That the treasurer sb*U pass upon the 


eligibility of tbc applicant In 90 Fa.r as his 
standing in the community and pact record 
in the business known to tbc treasurer 
as well as his supposed intent to do a legi- 
timate drug business. "The Stale.Board of 


harmacy,1'"sa!d Mr. Butler, "must depend 


upon some oQlcial in each city and town 
for information regarding the standing of 
the applicant and the desirability of grant- 
in? him a certificate. 


"We thought of Imposing this duly 


upon the mayor, and selectmen of towns, 
but we realized that they were more apt Ic 
be tied up in a political way, while the 
treasurer, we assumed, was usually a man 
who not only held his office regardless ol 
political considerations, but was Invariably 
a man of standing and respectability. 
A 


man must of necessity have the public con- 
fidence before he is intrusted with the 
funds of any city oc town. 
We thefore as- 


sumed that tho treasurer would be the 
proper person to advise us if tlie statements 
of applicants were true or otherwise," 


"But," said Sir. Harrington, "this is 


making me practically a commission of one 
lo pass 
upon the eligibility of appli- 


cants for sixth class licenses.I alreadj havu 
responsibility enough in deciding upon the 
validity and app-nrltj of ibe bonds ou all 
classes of licenses." 


Mr. Butler agreed that this was so, hut 


nevertheless gave Mr. Harrington to under- 
stand that he was not expected to approve 
the application of any person whom be 
knew or thought lo be entering the drup 
business for the purpose of converting his 
place into a drinking establishment or who 
misrepresented any facts in his statement 
or who did not hnve five hundred dollars 
worth of drugs, chemicals and poisons in 
slock, and liable to assessment as personal 
tax for the eosuiug yea?. 


"And we also expect you," 
said Mr. 


Butler, "to refuse your indorsement when 
you are satisfied that the granting of a 
sixth class license .is applied for would not 
be for the promotion of the public good. 


Mr. Harrington said that he did not 


relish the responsibility, and while be 
could foresee many difficulties ahead of 


on account of the new law, be would 


still endeavor to discharge the new duly 
imposed without discrimination against 
any legitimate druggist or proper applicant, 
nnd tlml he would not knowingly endorse 
any 
application 
that 
he 
knew 


or believed to be made through misrepre- 
sentation or for the purpose of doing other 
than a legitimate drug business. 


The operation of this new statute will be 


of preat interest, not only lo the druggists 
themselves, bu'. Lo the community at hriju, 
who are always intciesicd in the proper 
conduct of this important business. 


All the certificates will expire on the 


irst of May following their issue. Tiiis 
will necessitate an annual silting of the ap- 
Dlicanis for sixth class licenses and very 
lUcly will result in raising the standard of 
the drug business.

DROWNED 


On a TUG; in New York Har- 


bor. 


TI1K VESSEL WAS OVERLOADED 


AND SUCCUM1JKI). 


To the Fury of the Wind and the 


Waves. 


NEW YOHK, June 2fl.—Tho tng James D. 


Nlchol; with 03 excursionists and a crew 
numbering 10 or 12, Hank at about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, aomo throe miles off 
the Highlands. Fifty-four of those ou 
board have been accounted for, the rest 
were probably drowned. 


The tug left Fifth street and East river 


nt, 7:30 o'clock ID the morning, touched 
nt pier 3. Eut river, find then wont OD to 
tho fishing grounds. She bad, it is said, 
a license to carry 60 passengers, but 6il 
tickets w-ere sold. Thera was a bar and 
luuch counter on board, whose attend; 
ants, with the crew, brought the whole 
number on board up co about 75. 
I 


The lug reached the bunko on time, bat 


the flahiug watt poor aud tbe sea tod 
rouph for comfort, and about noon abe 
Etarted back. 
When about three miles 


east or the Highlands nud about four 
miles south of Scotland lightship, the 
waves began to break heavily over her 
starboard rail. 


To dodge the water and wind 
the 


passengers began to run nround to the 
port side and to climb upon top of the 
deckhouse. The boat careened alarm- 
ingly to port, and the water swept in 
over the rail. Terror stricken men rushed 
back to starboard, and the tug swung 
deeply dowu on that side. At the same 
moment three heavy breakers struck tho 
boat in quick succession. 


CapUlu Hyatt stuck pluuklly to his 


post and sounded tho whistle in a pro- 
longed scream for help. Even as ho did 
BO, the tug 
Qlled with tho water thnt 


poured luto her from both sides, aud sunk 
out of sight lu tbe water. 8he went 
down llkn a. stone, carrying many of her 
passengers with her. 


Help at Unnil. 


Tbc water choked theory o[ the whistle, 


but not before It had bepn heard and 
heeded. The Clyde steamship Algonquin, 
a mile away, beard it and swung round 
to go back to the rescue. The Lugs Wal- 
lace IS. Fllut, 11. J. Moran and Governor, 
also hurried toward the spot. From fur- 
ther away came the C. I£. Evnrts, reach- 
ing tbe spot too late to lie of service. 


Tbc Algonquin sent her lifeboat with 


First officer Rich and four sailors. 
They 


picked up 10 men, one of whom, however, 
died n few momenta later. The tugs res- 
cued the others who remained afloat. 
Some few had lifebelts, but many of 
thrui were clinuirig to bits of wreckage. 
A liferaft supported n dozeu, and the tup 
of tho pilot bouse as many more.

LTONS. JnneBS.—The most intense ei- 


citeuieuL baa been caused everywhere in 
France by the ass.-issiuntiou ot President 
Carnot. To describe tbe feeling ia this 
city would be almost iniponsiiile. 


The president was visiting Lyons In con- 


nection with thu international exhlbitloD. 
Upnn his arrival here, he was tendered a 
reception at the prefecture, after which 
he vinltcrt the exhibition. After spending 
some time at the exhibition, he proceeded 
to the Puliiis de Commerce, where a ban- 
quet was given in liis lionor. 


PBKHDHBT OABKOT. 


At 0:35 o'clock last night President Car- 


not strirted for th* theater, where a gala 
performance was to be given because of 
his presence in tb« city. Several car- 
rluires were in the procession, the first 
one being occupied by the president Mr. 
Carnot's carriage was driven slowly along 
in front of the Palnis of Commerce, ond 
then turned into Hue de la Hepubllqne. 
When half down the street, which was 
^ined with enthusiastic crowds of people 
who were loudly cheering, a man rushed 
out of the crowd and sprang upou the 
step of the president's landau. 


Just at this moment, M. Caruot was 


waving hia riyht hnnd and saluting with 
ih hut in his left baud in response to the 
uvtUion that wim being given to him by 
rhp crowd. 


I The people close to the carriage saw 
jthat the man standing ou the step had a 
Iknife in his hand. By the glare of the 
'electric lights, they saw the brieht blade 
gleam in the air as the assassin's arm de- 
scended, and then President Carnot was 
seen to fall back in his seat, his face 
Utalhly pale. 


j 
Almost a Lynching. 


I M. Hivand. who was seated by Mr. Car- 
Jiot. immediately struok the assassin a 
(blow full In the face and Knocked him 
from the step. 
Instantly cries of "I,e 


president est assn^sine," "Mort a la nssm- 
bin," were beard on every side, and the 
;rowd in the vicinity of the carriage 
swelled to enormous proportions, every 
nember of it seemingly intent upon kill- 
ing the assassin. His life would have 
then and there paid the forfeit of his 
:rime had it not been for several sergeants 
ie ville, who seized him and attempted to 
ilrnw him away from his cuptors. 


The efforts of the servants availed 


nothing, boyonrt saving the ronn from m- 
itant dcnth. Blows were aimed at his 
ace and head over the shoulders of the 
>olice, and mnny landed fairly. At last 
;he police succeeded in driving the bowi- 
ng mob back a. foot or so from their pris- 
>ncr. 


In the meantime mounted guards were 


icnt to the aid of the • policemen, who 
verc still strncglinj to preserve tho life 
if the assassin. 
With drawn sabres in 


heir hands, the guards rode down into 
he swirling crowd, heedless of whom 
lieir horses trampled upon. 
The crowd slowly gave way before the 


horses, and at last the center of the crowd 
was reached. Then a cordon WHS formed 
around the 10 almost exhausted police- 
men and their captive, and the march to 
the police station began. 
) Kvea thus surrounded the prisoner was 
not safe, for men in tho crowd made 
frantic endeavors to reach him. 
The 


guards repelled those attacks with the 
flat sides of their swords, while at the 
same time keeping watchful eyes upon 
Ihe mob to prcv.-nt tho prisoner from 
beiog shot. 
Maledictions wcro hurled 


upon the captive, nnd never before has 
such a wild indignation against n human 
being been seen in tills city. 


A Terrible Shuck. 


Tho receipt of tho news of the assas- 


sination caused a great sensation At the 
Grand theater, which was Illlud to tho 
walls by the elite of Lyons. All were 
awaiting with Impatience the ao-iva! of 
thu president:, and all were nimble to un- 
derstand the delay. Suddenly n man en- 
tered tho tbeat-or, crying at I ho top of his 
voice: "The president has been assus- 
Blnatcd." 


Tho most Intense excitement followed 


fliis 
abrupt 
announcement. 
Women 


screamed and several 
fainted. 
Many 


men, without waiving to secure their 
liuts. ran out of the building In order to 
Confirm iLu news, 
They found all Ilio

Shortly after midnight the Archbishop 


of Lyons WHS summoned to the bedside of 
the dying president, to ailminlster.to him 
the lust rites of the church. He was in 
the room but » short time when he 
emerged and retired loan ndjoinlnp; room. 
Here be remnlneil until 12:30o'olork, when 
he was again summoned to I he president's 
room, where he administered to him the 
HJHrtmieut. 


M. Caruot remained conscious to the 


laat. He realized that hlg life wag rap- 
idly ebbing, /md twice he Buld: "Jem'en 
vais" (I am ROlng away). 


Dr. Poncet leaned over the bed on 


which the president was dying and said 
to hlmi "Your friendsare here, Monsieur 
Ie President" M. Carnot replied: "lam 
grateful for their presence." and in less 
than a minute he gasped for breath, 
there WHS a convulsive shuddering of his 
body, and the President of France was 
dead. 


Franca's Future. 


It would be difficult to express, at this 


time, an opinion of any value as to the re- 
sult of the assassination on tbe future of 
Prance. That 
political cabals will be 


formed to secure the election o[ M. Car- 
not's successor goes without saying, but 
iho time in which such combinations can 
be formed will be limited, for on Wednes- 
day afternoon Uie senate and chamber of 
deputies will meet in joint session to elect 
lis successor. 


The most prominent name in connec- 
ion with the presidency ia that of M. 
Casslmir-Perier, now president ot the 
chamber ot deputies. 


The political situation, complicated De- 


ore, now becomes more so, and be will 
ndeed be a wise prophet who could fore- 
ell the next president of the republic.

Widow Leuvei For I^ODS. 


PARIS, June 25.—Mme. Carnot, accom- 


panied by her daughters, left e.-.r!j this 
morning for Lyons. The nem of the as- 
sassination of her husband was broken to 
her as tenderly as possible. She was al- 
most prostrated with grief, but gsve or- 
ders for preparations to be at once made 
to convey her to Lyons. 


On every side the deepest sympathy Is 


expressed for Mme. Carnot, who did so 
much socially to make her linsb?nd's ad- 
ministration popular. Mme. Carnot was 
atthe palace,of the Elysce when the newa 
of the assassination was conveyed to her 
by an ofljcal of the president's household. 
She at first refused to believe it, asking 
why anyone conld desire to kill her hue- 
band. 
When the truth of the dispatch 


was impressed upon her, she became al- 
most prostrated with grief. 


She demanded to ba at once taken to 


LyoGB, and arrangemants were soon per- 
fected wkh the railway company, and in 
a short time, lu company with two of her 
daughters, who were weeping bitterly 
she was speeding to Lyons in the hope 
that they would arrive there to find the 
reports of the president's condition ei- 
aggorated. 


The Journey Is about 315 miles by rail, 


and before the train had proceeded mere 
than a dozen miles a dispatch was handed 
aboard of It from one of the stations, 
which had been signalled to stop, an- 
nouncing that M. Carnot was dead.

Hippolyte Sadi-Carnot of 1848, who died 
in 16S3. and was the grandson of Sazarp 
Carnot, known as the "Organizer of vic- 
tory." The late president waa an engi- 
neer by profession, and entered the Ecole 
Polytechnique in 1S57.

His Election to the Presidency. 


Previous to the prcfildentini crisis of the 


rnd of the year 1S87, which forced M 
Jules Grevy out of power as a result o. 
'the flniiodnl Bnd judicial scandals which 
affected his family, M. Sadi-Cnrnot waa 
not reckoned among the numerous candi- 
dates for (he succession. 


But on Dec. 8, in the midst of parlia- 


mentary Intrigues, his candidacy waa 
spontaneously 
produced 
and 
recom- 


mended by the dignity of his character 
and the honesty of his life. He polled 31)3 
votes out of M2; M. Jules Ferry polled 213- 
General Saussier, HB; M. DeFreyclnet, 76; 
General Appert, 72; M. Brisson, 60; and 
M. Floquet polled 5 votes. 


Upon the Bicoud ballot M. Caruot wns 


elected president by 610 votes, against 188 
cast for General Siiussier, and 25 votes 
scattered among other candidates. 


From the day he became president, M. 


Carnot has personally taken the greatest 
Interest In all public functions and In all 
public affairs, doing everything possible 
to spread and strengthen the seutiments 
of concord and confidence in the repub- 
lic. 


During the year 1889. the International

of all classes and all groups to shower en- 
couragement on all exhibitors. 


The president of the head of the execu- 


tive power of France has been a souroe of 
strength to the republic. The trust which 
the Republican party placed in him has as- 
sured calm to the country, and guaran- 
teed the pacific working of the govern- 
ment of all institutions. Thus it was that 
the late president triumphed over the 
difficulties raised by Boulangerism. 


President Carnet 
took a prominent 


part in bringing about 
the so-called 


Franco-Russian entente, the visit of the 
French fleet t<j Constadt in 1691, later its 
visit to Portsmouth, and the visit of the 
Russian squadron to Toulon lust year, 
with the accompanying Franco-Russian 
fetes. 


During the Panama scandals he was

It is said that there is no trade from 


irtiich there are so many desertions as that 
of plumbing. A we)! known plumber in 
speaking with, a fcu.v man recently said 
that this is easily accounted for when \ou 
consider tbe conditions connected with "the 
trade. 


"In tbe first place a young man must 


serve three years before" be 'is allowed to 
handle the kit of tools himself. 
He then 


starts out to work and after being engaged 
for a year after serving his time as an ap- 
prentice he comes under the jurisdiction of 
and is governed by the rules of tbe Plumb- 
ers' union. 
According to these rules he is 


not permitted (o work any longer unless he 
commands a journeyman's pay. which is 
supposed to be $3 per day. Of course all 
men are not worth $3 per day, and when 
tbe employers find it necessary to pay this 
amount tbey give the preference to other 
and more experienced men. The result is 
youn£ men are. forced out of employment, 
tbey become reckless and tired of being 
onempSojed and as a consequence drift 
into some other business."

Mr. Butler said that the instruc- 


tions which were mailed to the several 
treasurers throughout the commonwealth 
meant substantially this: 


''That the treasurer shall pass upon the 


eligibility of the applicant in so far as his 
standing in the community and past record 
in the business known to tbe treasurer 
as well as his supposed intent to do a legi- 
timate drug business. "The State-Board of 
?uarmacy.'rsaid Mr. Butler,''must depend 
upon some official in each city and town 
for information regarding the standing of 
the applicant and the desirability of grant- 
ing him a certificate. 


"We thought ui imposing this duty 


upon the mayor, and selectmen of towns, 
but we realized tbat they were more apt to 
be tied up In a political way, while the 
treasurer, we assumed, was usually a man 
who not only held his office regardless of 
political considerations, but was invariably 
a man of standing and respectability. 
A 


man must of necessity have the public con 
fidence before he is intrusted with the 
funds of any city- or-town. "We thefore as- 
sumed that the treasurer vrould be the 
proper person to advise us if the statements 
of applicants were true or otherwise." 


"But," said Mr. Harrington, "this is 


making me practically a commission of one 
to pass 
upon the eligibility of appli- 


cants for sixth class licenses.I already have 
responsibility enough in deciding upon the 
validity and security of the bonds on all 
classes of licenses." 


Mr. Butler agreed that this was so, but 


nevertheless gave Mr. Harrington to under- 
stand that he was not expected to approve 
the application of any person 
-whom he 


knew or thought to be entering the drug 
business for the purpose of converting his 
place into a drinking establishment or who 
misrepresented any facts in his statement 
or who did not have five hundred dollars 
worth of drugs, chemicals and poisons in j 
stock, and liable to assessment as personal 
tax for the ensuing year.

The new law relating to the granting of 


sixth class or druggists' licenses is a de- 
cided departure and places a treat deal of 
responsibility upon 
Lhc treasurers of Lhe 


several eiLies aud towns of the common- 
wealth. 


According lo Ibis act which was ap- 


proved .May 20th, of this year, uo applicant 
can receive a sixth class license from the 
licensing board unLil he produces a certifi- 
cate of regisLraLion from Lhc Slate Board 
of Registration in Pharmacy. To obtain 
such a certiGcate he must first file a state- 
ment setting forth that he is of lawful ago 
and has at least five hundred dollars in- 
vested in 
Lho business in the shape of 


drugs, chemicals aud poisons, exclusive of 
all fixtures, soda fountains, cigars or other 
stock of a drug store. The intent of the 
law Is evidently to ninke sure that the ap- 
plicant is in the drug business bona fide. 
IJc must also set forth that be is a proper 
person and that Lhe public gcod will be 
promoted by granting him a license to sell 
intoxicating liquors. 


After this blank is filled out it is pre- 


sented to the treasurer of the cily or town 
in which tlie applicant resides or intends 
lo do business, and the treasurer, accord 
ing to the forma and rules adopted by the 
Board of Hegistration in Pharmacy, is 
made the first judge of tbe moral and bus! 
ness qualifications of tbc applicant as wel 
as the desirability of granting him a license 
for the public good. 


The first case under •this law was pre- 


sented to City Treasurer Harrington a faw 
days ago, and being in some doubt as to 
the intent of the statute and tho degree of 
responsibility imposed upon him, he held a 
consultation with F. II. Butler, secretary 
of the State Board of RcgislraLion in Phar- 
macy. 
Mr. BuLIersaid Ibat Ihc instruc- 


tions which were mailed lo Lhc several 
treasurers throughout tbo commonwealth 
meant substantially this: 


"That the treasurer shall pass upon the 


eligibility of the applicant In so far as his 
standing In the community and past record 
in the business known to tbe treasurer 
as well as his supposed Intent lo do a legi- 
timate drug business. "The SlaleiBoard of 
Pharmacy,""said Mr. Butler, i;must depend 
upon some official in each city and town 
for information regarding the standing of 
Lhc applicant and the desirability of grant- 
ing him a certificate. 


"\Ve thought of imposing this duty 


upon the mayor, and selectmen oE towns, 
but we realized that they were more apt to 
|jc tied up In a political way, wbilc the 
treasurer, we assumed, was usually a man 
who not only held his office regardless of 
political considerations, but was iurnriably 
a man of standing and respectability. 
A 


man roust of necessity have tbe public con- 
idence before he is intrnsted with the 
funds of any city orlown. We thefore as- 
sumed that the treasurer would be the 
proper person to advise u* if-the statements 
of applicants wero true or otherwise." 


"But," said Mr. Harrington, "this is 


making me practically a commission of one 
o pass 
upon the eHgibllity of appli- 


cants for sixth class licenses.I already have 
responsibility enough in deciding upon the 
'alldjty and security of the honds on all 
classes of licenses.1' 


ilr. Butler agreed that Lhis was so, but 


nevertheless gave Mr. Harrington lounder- 
Land ihat he was not expected to approve 
he application of any person whom he 
tnew or thought to be entering the drug 
msluess for the purpose of converting his 
place into a drinking establishment or who 
misrepresented any facts in his statement 
or who did not have five hundred dollars 
vorLb of drugs, chemicals and poisons in 
lock, and liable to assessment as personal 
ax for the ensuing year.

FRESIDEXT CABHOT-

morning for Lyons. The news of thu as- 
sassination of her husband wns broken to 
her as tenderly as poss'ble. She was al- 
most prostrated with grief, but gave or- 
ders for preparations to be at once made 
to convey her to Lyons. 


On every side the deepest sympathy is 


expressed for JUme. Carnot, who did so 
much socially to make her husband's ad- 
ministration popuinr. Mme. Carnot was 
atthe palace'of the Elysee when the news 
of the assassination was conveyed to her 
by au ofiiCiil of the president's household. 
She at lirst refused to believe it, asking 
« hy anyone could desire to kill her hus- 
band. 
When the truth of the dispatch 


«as impressed upon her, she became al- 
most prostrated with grief. 


She demanded to be at once taken to 


Lyons, and urrangemants were soon per- 
fected with the railway company, and in 
a short time, in company with two of her 
daughters, who were weeping bitterly,

that they would arrive there to find the 
reports of tbe president's condition, ex-

PRESIDENT CABNOT. 


At 9:25 o'clock lust nigbc President Cur- 


BOt started for the theater, wbere a gala 
performance wns to be given because of 
bis presence in the city. Several car- 
riages were in the procesnion, the first 
cue being occupied by the president. 
. 


Carnot's carriage wns driven alowly along 
in front of Lbe Palais of Commerce, nnd 
then turned into Rue de la Hepubllqup. 
When hnir down the street, \vbich was 
lined with enthusiastic crowds of people 
who were loudly cheering, a man rushed 
out of the crowd and sprang upon tho 
elep of the president's landnn. 


Just at this moment, M. Cnrnot wns 


wavinp bi.i righ-L hnnd ond.BiiIuting with 
his hat in his left hand in reflponpc to tbt- 
oviilion that wus being given to him by 
the crowd. 


Tbe people close to the carriage saw 


time the man standing on the step had i\ 
knife in Ms hand. 
By the glare of the 


electric licbta, they sun- the bright blade 
plfrini in the air aH the assassin's arm de- 
scended, and t.h.en President Carnot way 
sunn to fallback in his seat, hie face 
deathly pain. 


M. Rivaud. u bo i as seined by Mr. Cnr- 


not, immediately struck the assassin 
blow full in ihc face aud knocked him 
from the step. Instantly cries of "Lc 
pi-L'sldciib cut nssnasine." "Mort H In assas- 
sin," were beard on every sido, nud the 
crowd in the vicinity of the carriage 
swelled to enormous proportions, every 
member of it seemindy intent npou kill- 
in.i; the assassin. His life -would have 
then and there paid ilie forfeit of his 
crime hnrj it not, been for several sergeants 
de villc, irhnaclEud him nnd attempted to 
draw him away from his captors. 


The efTnrts of ihe fccnteants availed

bed. Dr. GaUlelon theu examined the 
wound. 


Shortly nfter midnight the Archbishop 


of Lyons WHH anmmoiied to the bediidn of 
the dyiiiff president, to administer to him 
the last ritea of the church. lie WRB in 
the room but a short time when he 
emerxed and retired to nn ndjoining room. 
Here he remninod until ]2:30o'clock, when 
he waa HRiiin summoned to the president's 
room, where he adininhterod to him the 
HHcramont. 


.M. C/irnot remained oouscions to the 


lust. He realized that his life was rap- 
idly ebbinp, and twice he euid: "Jem'en 
vais" (I am going awny). 


Dr. Poncet leaned over the b^d on 


which the president was dying and said 
lo him: "Tour friflndn are here. Monsieur 
le President." ]\L Caruofc repliedi "I am 
grateful for their presence," and in less 
than a minute he EHaPRd for breath, 
there WHS a convulsive shuddering of his 
body, and the President of France was 
dead. 


France's Future. 


It would be difficult to express, at this
